friends, are intimately interwoven with 
the subsequent incidents that led to the 
removal of the Colonel from the Park 
commission.

Probably the last pioneer educator on 


the Pacfic Coast passed away on Fri- 
day, July 30th, when Brother Sabinian 
of the Order of the Christian Brothers 
was called to his eternal reward, after 
a lone life All of noble deeds In the 
service of the Lord. 


Brother Sabinian died at St. Mary's 


College, Oakland, where he had been 
stationed for the past thirteen years, 
acting in the capacity of treasurer of 
the institution; 
On April 4th he suffered 


a stroke of paralysis, which eventually 
resulted in his death.. 


Born in Ireland In 1S32 Brother Sa- 


binian, in secular life John Downey, 
had attained the age of 77 years. 
In 


1S6S, 
together with Brothers Permian, 


Clanan, Genebern and Justin, he came 
to this coast by way of Panama. 
The 


sturdy Httlo band established St. Mary's 
College, on the Mission /road. In this 
city. 
Brother Justin, now president of 


the Christian Brothers' School, St. Louis, 
Mo., is the sole survivor of the five who 
first came to this coast. 


In Montreal, Canada, Brother Sabin- 


ian was 
admitted to the Order of the 


Christian Brothers. 
The early years of 


his life were spent in that city and in 
New York. On coming to California he 
was first stationed at SI. Mary's Col- 
lege, then at the Brothers' 
Colleg-e in 


Sacramento, and later was appointed di- 
rector of St. Joseph's Academy, then a 
struggling school at Fifth and Jackson 
streets, Oakland. He 'also served for a 
time as treasurer of St.. Vincent's Or- 
phanage, in 
Marin 
County. 
In 189B 


Brother Sabinian returned to St. Mary's 
College, and was active in the service 
of the house of learning, despite his 
years, up to the time he was stricken. 


Brother Sabinlan's death will be sin- 


cerely felt by a large number of people 
throughout the entire Pacific Coast. In 
his many years of service in the vine- 
yard of the Lord he has done untold 
sood, and his incessant labors in the 
cause of Catholic youth have 
brought 


forth fruit in abundance. 
His disposi- 


tion was kind, cheerful and 
sympa- 


thetic. 
Visitors' to St. Mary's College 


in later years 
can never 
forget 
the 


smiling cheerful face of the little old 
man who first greeted them at the en- 
trance. 
By his affable 
.manner 
and 


genuine goodnaturedness depicted in his 
countenance, he had endeared himself to 
thousands during 
his 
long 
term of 


service. 


Brother Sabinian, though passed from 


this world to an Infinitely better one, 
will long live in the memory of those 
who spent the early part of their lives 
within the pale of his influence 
The 


half 
century of labor in the cause of 


his religion and of Catholic education 
marked him as a strong executive and 
a. leader among men. 


His last hours were characteristic of 


the man. 
Though suffering great phy- 


sical pain, he never 
murmure-d, 
but 


peacefully resigned himself to what he 
realized was the will of God. 


A solemn requiem 
mass was cele- 


brated for the repose of his soul last 
Monday morning by the Rev. L. Serda, 
with the Rev. P. McHugh as deacon 
and the Rev. P. T. Collopy as sub- 
deacon.- The Rev. J. J. Cranwell, chap- 
lain of the college, was master of cere- 
monies. 
The music for the service was 


purely Gregorian, chanted by the /Bro- 
thers.

The pallbearers were also members of 


the order and included Brother 
Vel- 


lesian, president of St. Mary's College; 
Brothers Florinus and ITInnian of Sac- 
ramento; Brother Michael of St. Joseph's 
Academy, Berkeley. Brother William of 
St. Mary's and Brother Xenophon of 
St. Vincent's, Marin County. 


The ceremonies in St. Mary's Ceme- 


tery were most 
impressive, and were 


conducted by Father Serda, the bene- 
dlctus being chanted by the Brothers.

Heaey Attacks 
Congressman Tawney. 


The exposure of Francis J. Heney's financial deal- 


ings with the government has provoked a characteristic 
outburst from that individual. He attacks the integrity 
the Congressman Tawney, chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations, alleging that the Minnesota member 
desires to get Heney dismissed from the government 
service in order to piotect friends of Tawney who arc 
being prosecuted for land frauds. In a special dispatch 
from Seattle to the Call, printed August 5, Hency is 
quoted as saying 


"The Minnesotan's attack was inspired solely by a 


desire to discredit me should I again represent the gov- 
ernment in the Oregon cases, and thereby effect 'the 
abandonment by the government of the cases, allowing 
the men under fire to retain their patents to the lands 
involved. 


1 
"I have been treading too closely on the toes of a 


number of Tawncy's friends to please the Minnesota 
Congressman. 
I am willing to bet that if the records 


of the general land office are examined it will be found 
that Tawney was one of the fellows who helped to get 
crooked claims expedited 


"Tawney thought that by discrediting me he could 


pave the way to getting the Oregon land fraud cases 
dismissed, thereby leaving his friends in* possession of 
the lands involved and also sa\e his friend, Binger Her- 
mann, from being prosecuted by me, whom they are 
afraid of." 


These are gra\ c statements. Out here where Heney 


is notorious for making false and defamatory statements 
regarding all >\ho offend him, small credit will be at- 
tached to the imputations he casts on Mr Tawney, but 
in sections of the country where Heney's reckless in- 
veracity and bad character are not so we'll known, some 
weight will be attached to his accusations. As his state- 
ments were printed first hand in the Call, there can be 
no question of his having made them. 
Heney cannot 


say that he was misreported by enemies. 


Mr. Tawney is one of the leaders of the House of 


Representatives, being chairman of the second most im- 
portant committee of that body. 
As he is the most 


influential member of Congress, next to the Speaker, 
in directing the Xational expenditures, the charge that 
he is trying to shield criminals who have defrauded the 
Government is one demanding the serious attention of 
the country at large 
If Heney speaks the truth, Mr 


Tawney is corrupt and utterly unfit to sit in Congress, 
let alone remain at the head of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 
If what he says is false, Heney is utterly unfit 


to represent the Government in any capacity. 


Hence the charges Heney has promulgated through 


the Call should be investigated by Congress. He should 
be compelled to substantiate his charges against the 
Chairman of the Committee on Appropriations or suffer 
the consequences. 
His accusations are not specific as 


to persons and incidents, but they arc sufficiently specific 
as to the natur.e of the offenses and the venue of their 
commission 
to be direct indictments. 
Consequently 


;hey should not be ignored. 


Heney is Special Assistant Attorney General of the 


Utlited States. 
Consequently he is an officer of the 


government, and the charges he brings against Congress- 
man Tawney specifically affect the business committed 
to Heney's charge. 
Briefly, Hency, as, an officer of the 


Department 
of Justice, accuses the Chairman of the 


Committee on Apprioriations of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of conspiring in his official capacity to defeat 
the ends of justice and afford criminals who have de- 
frauded the Government an opportunity to escape punish- 
ment for their crimes. 
Heney's well-known habit of 


making untruthful and defamatory assertions gives a 
malicious and apocryphal coloring to his charge against 
Mr. Tawney; nevertheless, he is still an officer of the 
government and the charge he levels at a leading mem- 
ber of Congress — another servant of the government — 
is so grave in its import and so closely touches his 
official integrity that Congress should take cognizance 
Df it, that the truth be ascertained. 


Slander From Ihe Pulpit. 


It is astonishing how fond some clerical sensation- 


mongers are of expatiating on immoralityl How familiar 
they profess to be with phases and Beats of sexual 
uncleanncss that have escaped the attention of experi- 
enced men of the world I What occult knowledge they 
claim to have of secret vices in circles in which they do 
not move and by people with whom they have no ac- 
quaintance! 


For instance, a guerrilla p'reacher named Smith—none 


of Christ's disciples was named Smith—has been de- 
claiming against the woman's dormitory at the Stite 
University, alleging that the university is a hotbed of 
sin and ungodliness. 
Without saying so much directly, 


he insinuates that immorality is rife among the won;en 
students at Berkeley. 
His insinuations ate a graceless 


and impudent slander on a large body Of serious, high- 
minded young women -who are striving for knowledge 
that will fit them for useful endeavor in future life. 
It is a shame that any American audience should listen to 
such cowardly, malignant slanders without rising to 
rebuke the slanderer. 


Smith's utterances are an example of the manner 


in which the privilege of the pulpit is being abused in 
these days by men who advertise themselves by appeal- 
ing to obscene imagination and the substratum of base 
suspicion lurking in the human mind. They fill the air 
with foul suggestion under pretense of preaching holi- 
ness and brotherly love. 
They utter charges against 


whole groups and bodies of people, even entire com- 
munities, without offering the slightest proof to sub- 
stantiate their assertions. 
As their accusations are gen- 


eral and not specific, they cannot be called to legal ac- 
count for their libels, and they rely on their cloth to 
protect them from personal chastisement for the defama- 
tion they indulge in. 


In the case of Smith the offense is peculiarly ag- 


gravated. 
Not only is the fair fame of a large number 


of estimable women attacked, but the State's chief seat 
of learning is libeled in a shocking manner. 
Smith is 


a barker for some sort of a religious sideshow, but the 
prefix of reverend gives his statements weight where 
he is not known and carries abroad an injurious aspersion 
on the university and its student body. 


It is time that outraged public opinion administered 


a stern rebuke to men who abuse their sacred calling 
by persistently violating in the pulpit the Commandment 


Thou shalt not bear false witness." 
The livery of Jesus 


should not be permitted to be a protecting cloak for 
evil-speaking and reckless slander. 


No complication that can arise must prevent proper 


provision being made for the schools. 
The schools of 


Oakland must be kept open at all hazards; no ambiguity 
of the law should interfere with the common duty to 
keep the educational department of the city running. 
No public officer need fear popular blame for providing 
means to keep the schools open, but public indignation 
will be manifested severely, and perhaps without dis- 
criminating judgment, if there is any failure to levy a 
school tax. THE TRIBUNE has no fear that the tax 
will not be levied. We do not presume to decide whose 
duty it is to levy it—it is not the business of a public 
journal to interpret the law, and in this instance we 
have no desire to take sides in the conflict of opinion 
between the City Council and the Board of Supervisors. 
We have confidence in both bodies, but we must remind 
both that the tax must be levied. The schools must 
not close. 


Now that the scientific controversy over the question 


of an intramcrcurial planet has been apparently satisfac- 
torily settled by the Crocker expedition to the South 
Seas, organized under Professor W. W. Campbell, di- 
rector of the Lick Observatory, to observe the total 
eclipse of the sun last year, there is hope that the con-

To the lay rr.ii.d it 
makes very little difference how the' moon came into 
existence, or whether new worlds and new systems arc 
formed through the spiral rotary motion of nebulous 
dust of otherwise, so long as they shod their benign rays 
to illuminate the earth in the nigh*. 


Notwithstanding the consolidation of Wilmington 


and Los Angeles, the latter cannot claim to be a com- 
mercial port until it digs a ship canal along the twenty- 
two miles of the shoe-string which connects it with 
tidewater. There is no question, however, but what the 
citizens of Los Angeles are ambitious enough to pro- 
mote an aerial railway to the moon of it can only be 
shown that the'project will help to keep ,the city con- 
stantly in the public eye. It would not do Oakland any 
harm to have a little of the same civic spirit injected 
into the veins of its own people.

Present Troubles Will Decide Spain's Future 


Raising a Trade Barrier. 


Some time ago Superior Judge Brown decided the 


case tried before him involving the validity of an ordi- 
nance imposing a license tax on the wagons of Oakland 
merchants delivering goods in Alameda adversely to the 
ordinance. The Merchants' Exchange of this city, which 
financed the fight against the tax, has been notified that 
an appeal has been taken from Judge Brown's decision. 


The Alameda case is the sixth which the Merchants' 


Exchange has been required to defend the business men 
of Oakland against the imposition of such a license tax on 
their delivery wagons entering the territory of neighbor- 
ing municipalities. On each occasion the judgment of 
the trial court has been against the proponents of the tax. 
It is unfortunate that such an unfriendly and unneigh- 
borly issue should be so persistently forced. It will, of 
couise, be combatted. 


The unwisdom of any one of the four communities 


located on the opposite shores of San Francisco bay and 
intimately related to one another in every respect to 
attempt to exclude its neighbors from an invasion of its 
territory for business purposes by imposing a special" 
license tax on the invaders' delivery wagons is bad policy 
to say the least. Neither community can afford to raise 
a Chinese wall of business exclusion around itself. When 
it does so it invites retaliation. 
To 
encourage 
home 


trading is quite reasonable and proper. Traders will get 
their home custom by fair dealing on equal terms with 
competitors located in neighboring cities, for time and 
distance are elements in their favor where everything else 
is equal! That stands to reason. Still there can be no 
objection in these days of strenuous competition if an en- 
terprising merchant reaches out for trade,and offers in- 
ducements, either in the matter of delivery or service or 
otherwise. 
Oakland merchants have learned that fact. 


They have learned also that customers cannrjfbe com- 
pelled to trade with them, and that attempts to force 
custom by arbitrary processes fail, because they have a 
decided tendency to alienate trade instead of attracting 
it. It has been the policy of the merchants of Oakland 
as represented in the Merchants' Exchange, to frown 
down, therefore, on any effort to carry _mt a policy of 
exclusion against competitors doing business in other 
fields to encroach upon their legitimate territory. 'That 
is what impelled the Exchange to oppose the recent ordi- 
nance introduced by Councilman McGregor, which pro- 
vided for the imposition of a license tax on every vehicle 
entering this city from outside territory, whether for 
business or for pleasure. That ordinance, if it had been 
unfortunate enough to become law, would have affected 
San ,Francisco, Berkeley, Alameda, Fruitvale and every 
other place outside of the confines of Oakland. In other 
words, it would have raised an insurmountable barrier 
against interurban traffic, which would have in the long 
run been of irreparable damage to Oakland's best busi- 
ness interests. 
Happily, the foolish proposition 
was 


nipped in the bud before any harm could be done. 


Alameda is persisting, however, to carry out the op- 


posite policy—to live exclusively within itself—to alienate 
its neighbors—to erect a business barricade which neither 
its own citizens nor the merchants of its next door neigh- 
bors shall cross without paying a toll. 
Never was an 


unwiscr policy adopted by any community, for no com- 
munity organized in these times is capable of living wholly 
within itself or with the least prospect of flourishing 
The communities located on this side of the bay have 
mutual interests to foster. They relate chiefly to an in- 
terchange of commerce and an equal freedom in trade 
No barrier can ever be raised that will successfully pre- 
vent either crossing it. The community that raises one 
is the one that must suffer, for it invites retaliatory meas 
ures. 
Communities may b,e broad or narrow gauged 'as 


they elect, but the broad gauge community invariably 
comes out on top at the end.

Of Finest Synagogue 


In the midst of the Jewish quarter in 


Amsterdam stands the pride of the city's 
Jews, the grandest 
synagogue 
in the 


world, says the Jewish Chronicle. 
It is 


"great" in everything, in its size, its 
proportion, Its age and its traditions. 
There is no synagogue like It anywhere, 
and while it stands there cannot be any- 
thing like it. 


The great temple in the E.ue de la 


Vlctoire in Paris may perhaps be larger, 
the splendid synagogue In the Oranien- 
burgerstrasse in Berlin may be more or- 
nate, but the Portuguese synagogue in 
Amsterdam has a glory all Its own. 
Its 


majestic columns, its solid oak, its noble 
ark and its lovely windows all speak 
eloquently of the type oi Jew that sought 
the hospitality of Holland when the cruel 
and short sighted policy of the Spain of 
those days drove the pioneers of th'a 
community Into the hardy little northern 
country. 


The history of the congregation is not, 


however, one unbroken record of peace 
and glory. Curiously enough, its early 
members, free themselves at last from 
persecution, seemed a'; times to make up 
for the persecution they had endured by 
their own internal intercommunal intol- 
erance.

flung high into the air, announced the 
approach of the hearse. It -was borne 
by 128 bearers, whose red dresses con-

Land of Mikado 


On and after August next parcels up to 


11 pounds In weight and of a value not 
greater than $80 may be sent through the 
molls from this country to Japan at the 
rate of 1Z cents for one pound or for 
any fraction of a pound, prepaid.

just been made by the postoffice depart- 
ment, and it suggests the inquiry how 
soon the public may expect the applica- 
tion of a similarly liberal arrangement to 
domestic traffic. The actual situation is 
absurd, for while the postal department 
stands ready to transport a parcel one 
pound in weight to Yokohama or Toloo 
for 12 cents it charges 16 cents for carry- 
ing such a parcel across the river to 
Camden.

'BIG TANK EXPLOSION 


RICHMOND, Aug. 7j—Follotrtns the ex- 


plosion of the contents of a large oil 
tank belonging to ,th« Standard Oil Com- 
pany, 36,000 gaJldns of distillate oil, or 
crude gasoline, were destroyed by fire 
this afternoon. Although/many workmen 
were at work within a short distance of 
the tank none were Injured as a result 
of the explosion. The cause of the ex-

IHB romance of life has ceased to be the monopoly of poets and dramatists; it has of late years found a large 


place In the teachings of science. Nowhere can there be found a picture more romantic combining within It- 
self the extremes of both coraedy and tra«<>dy, than that which scientific men have lately been unfolding. 
It Is the picture of the long struggle through past uncountable ages of the various forms of life which exist 
everywhere 'round UF. The evolution of the strong, the casting away of useless and superfluous forms, the 
humors and liony of nature, all present a never ceasing panorama of profoundest Interest 
and 
startling 
romance. 
x^ 


But this knowledge of life does not exhaust our interest in itself. It presents us with a. parable of 


human nature, which Is well "worth studying 
For U is impossible to shut our eyes to the fact that 


there is working In the midst of our social life a law similar in character to the taw of which we 
have learned so much in the natural world and that of succeeding generations has become increas- 
ingly powerful. ' If you will study the relationships that exist In any of our social groupings you 
wijl find that the idea of this law is the strongest factor there. 


In what is vaguely known as society the strong man who has accumulated millions Is rapidly 


taking the place of the old aristocrat who, whatever his later sins, was ennobled first because he 
was the best man of his day and worthy to rule. In our Christian churches the competition often 
is not as to which church can accompli!-, the greatest goed for humanity, but which can become 
strongest in numbers and in wealth, fnd fill the most important place in public estimation. 


There are many noble aspirations becoming more and more articulate in our modern life, but 


still the teaching that might !s right holds a large portion of the field and ha« a large share in 
moulding our national customs 
There are many facts in our every day habit of living which would 


warrant an intelligent child, for.Instance, in coming to the conclusion that God is on th« side of the 
most successful and that the law of the survival of the fittest in all bareness and carelessness of the 
Individual is authorized by the creator in the relationship of man to man. 
The question to which 


we address ourselves is How far Christianity modifies that law and whether the causing another to 
operate with it and over If does not produce what looks a third law which might be called "the sur- 
vival of the unfitted." 


We take the dying thief merely as a fitting representative of this lower type, these -who Ja the 


common march of events would be constantly threatened with extinction. 


The attitude of the dying Christ toward him in the hour of his extremity is a lesson In the rlfflit attitude of 


tlanity to the unfitted. Take, then, this unknown man as typical of all those in whom commonly speaking the develop- 
ment of character is an Impossibility and who seemed doomed therefore to become the refuse of humajiity. Begin with 
the extreme cases, the dissolute, the Immoral, tho degraded of all classes—men and women whoso faces haunt you hours 
after you have seen them—who creep out of their dens at night 'Jke beasts of prey. Xow, at flrsi sight these men and 
women of depraved will and weakened character would seem to be the prepared victims of an inexorable law and the 
race of evil men will die out. 


Take a child born of sinful parents, in the lowest quarters of great cities. 
The poison was In his veins. 
Is It any 


wonder that he began to be vicious as soon as he knew what life was? Today you find him flinging away the rem- 
nant of his strength surrounded by children who promise to Inherit his weakness and imitate his vices. 
The attitude 


of some people perfectly logical, from their standpoint, to such a man Is one of absolute 
non-interference. 
Let 
such 


creatures rot from the face of the earth. They have ceased to be worthy, and if the simple law of conflict be not inter- 
fered with this will ensue, for the wages of sin is death. 


Christianity has a message for the man whom the laws of life threaten to crush out of existence. Some object to 
this. They^contend that this noble law of Christ puts a premium upon immorality. Still it must be a grander triumph 
for morality to make the Immoral man moral than to let him rot out of existence. 


This modification of the law is not inconsistent. The very genius of Christianity suggests some variation with the 


common laws of life. 
An appreciation of this great truth will help us to understand the spirit of divine 
compassion 


which was in Him who in the hour of His own greatest agony could pluck a. vision from the wayside where he had been 
flung by the mocking crowd and place his penitent's stumbling feet within the kingdom of God's love.

That he had practically sold five white 


babies to Chinese for prices ranging from 
$5 to $30 apiece was the remarkable ad- 
mission made yesterday by the Rev. H. 
W. Brayton, superintendent of the Chil- 
dren's Home Finding Society of Berke- 
ley. 


According to Brayton, he "gave" these 


children to Chinese homes, where they 
would grow tip to forget they were white 
children, without considering the serious- 
ness of the act. As Brayton has kept no 
records, he does not know the names of 
the babes condemned to .the squalor and 
misery of a life with 
Oriental 
foster- 


parents, nor does he remember the Chi- 
nese to whom they were turned, over. 
Received Money 


While Brayton admits receiving money 


from the Chinese who took over the 
white babies to -bring them up In hovels 
or dens of San Francisco's Chinatown, 
later perhaps to be sola into slavery, he 
states that the management of the so- 
ciety never charges for children intrusted 
to the care of those who adopt them, 
but that "we are glad to accept anything 
they offer." 


Although Superintendent Brayton ad- 


mitted giving five white children into the 
keeping of the Chinese, the question is 
being asked, were there not more than 
this number? 
Out 
of the 1200 babies 


given away during the past fifteen years 
there is no record which shows the pa- 
rentage of the children, their sex, age, 
nationality or, to 
whom 
they 
were 


awarded. 


Brayton 
states in defense that the 
charges brought against him by Miss 
Catherine Felton, manager of the Asso- 
ciated Charities, were instigated by her 
through Jealousy In an effort to break up 
his society. 


"This attack which has been made on 
me, in which Mies Felton has spoken 
freely, Is actuated by animosity. 
Miss 
Felton came to visit our home soon after 
it was erected and began to criticise our 
methods. 


When asked as to whether he thought 
it was right to givo- a child Into the care 
of Chinese if it had any Caucasian blood 
in Its veins, he stated it was a hard 
question to answer. At the time he gave 
the children Into Chinese homes, he snld, 
he tnought nothing of it, but that now 
since the agitation against the Chinese 
had become so prevalent, he admitted it 
might be unwise. 
He had always felt 
that the Chinese character was fitted to 
receive the Christian faith and that when 
they did so they were capable of pro- 
viding a suitable home for Christian chil- 
dren. , 


"It never entered'my mind that I was 
doing aythlng unchristlan-like," he said. 
At the home at present there are ten 
cnlldren, seven iglrla and three boys.
